‘TROOPER McBRIDE REPLIES 
TO REYNOLDS ARTICLE 


“Under date of July 16, the Av- 
alanche published an article en- 
titled “Fuzzy Got Pinched,” re- 
lating to an incident between 
Harry Reynolds and Trooper Mc- 
Bride of the State Police. In the 
article Reynolds is quoted as 
denying the officer’s claim that 
his truck had been traveling as 
fast as 65 miles an hour, and 
charged the officer with having 
been discourteous with another 
who was riding with him in the 
truck, 

In his special report on the in- 
cident to Commissioner Olander, 
Trooper McBride says as follows: 


Cheboygan Detachment 
July 29, 1936. 
To: Commissioner Oscar G. 

Olander. 

Subject: Special Report regard- 
ing Harry Reynolds. 

1, In regards to article pub- 
lished in Grayling Avalanche re- 
garding the arrest of Harry 
Reynolds in which he asserts that 
he and his friend, Claude Rowell, 
were treated discourteously by 
me, I wish to submit the follow- 
ing report as a true statement of 
what occurred when Harry Reyn- 
olds was issued a summons for 
speeding on US-27 in the county 
of Otsego between the city of 
Gaylord and the village of 
Waters. 

2. On the afternoon of Thurs- 
day, July 9th, 1936, while on my 
way to Grayling on complaint 
85-293, I noticed a red oil truck 
ahead of me. When I first notic- 
ed this truck we were both trav- 
eling about 45 miles per hour, a 
short distance south of Gaylord.

. Not all of us would admit it 
but there are very few people 
who wouldn’t give their “eye- 
teeth” to see a circus, With them, 
Circus Day is a day in which to 
forget all the worries of a busy 
year, throw themselves into the 
excitement of a large crowd, and 
be a youngster once more. 

When the Walter L. Main cir- 
cus had pitched its busy little 
village in the usual haste of all 
such show places, the place im- 


‘mediately became overrun with 


families from Grayling and” the 
surrounding communities. Each 
and every one of them having 
the time of his life. 

When asked by the editor to 
go to the grounds and interview 
the performers with the idea of 
a story for this week’s issue, - 
rather dreaded the task—circus 
people always seem to be in such 
a hurry that I feared they would 
not have much time for me. 
soon learned that my fears were 
unfounded for each and every 
performer literaliy dropped ev- 
erything to help me out. 

Following instructions, I first 
looked up the Press representa- 
tive, C. C. Smith. A 

Mr. Smith, (Smitty to the cir- 
cus people) is a very tall, dar 
man, who- looks successful. 
addition to his press duties, he 
sells tickets at the side show. He 
has been in the circus business 
for at least twenty years and 
would probably never be satis- 
fled to do other work now. He 
was very courteous and immedi- 
ately put me at my ease. We 
passed through the entrances and 
into the “big top,” where 
Smith introduced me to George 
St. Leon, who seemed to have a 
great deal to say about directing 
the set-up crew and the vast 
amount of work to be done be- 
tween acts. 


Some dozen workers were busy | 


at the time—getting the rings 
set up and erecting the many 
poles, pulleys, ropes, ete, which 


have such an important part in. 


the performances. 

If all the circus people I met 
that day, I believe Mr. St. Leon 
was the most interesting. This 


means a great deal because all’ 
of them seemed to have outstand-- 


ing personalities and were very 
friendly. 

St. Leon is a rather small man 
with almost sandy hair and a 
small mustache. He is quite 
lame, probably from an injury 
at some time during his circus
